VALEDICTORY 

EDUCATION  IN  THE  MODERN  COMPLEX 


This  is  an  age  of  progress.  All  the  sciences,  industries,  and  arts  have 
advanced  to  a  remarkable  degree.  Just  as  a  horse  and  buggy  is  out  of  date, 
so  is  the  uneducated  person. 

Let  us  notice  the  progress  of  education  in  America.  Those  who  came  to 
America  in  the  early  colonial  days  left  a  land  where  education  was  a  luxury 
and  came  to  a  land  where  it  was  almost  an  impossibility.  In  those  days  one 
who  knew  simple  arithmetic  and  could  read  was  educated,  and  a  scholar  was 
one  who  knew  a  little  Latin  and  algebra. 

Many  of  the  early  pioneers  could  not  even  write  their  own  names. 

Popular  education  began  with  the  founding  of  Harvard  College  as  a  free 
school,  and  the  law  in  Massachusetts  in  1647,  that  every  town  of  50  homes 
must  have  a  school  and  must  see  that  the  children  attend,  was  the  beginning 
of  compulsory  education.  It  li^s  advanced  since  then  till  now  the  illiteracy 
in  this  country  is  less  than  two  per  cent.  Schools  are  managed  on  a  scien¬ 
tific  basis,  and  besides  the  mere  training  of  the  mind,  character  development 
is  considered. 

The  educational  system  in  the  United  States  is  complex,  although  some¬ 
times  inefficient.  The  problem  cf  education  is  left  to  the  states,  but  the 
systems  are  almost  uniform  because  of  the  conferences  of  the  educators  who 
represent  the  whole  country. 

The  bureau  of  education  in  the  Department  of  the  Interior  renders  many 
services  in  the  way  of  school  sanitation  and  hygiene,  higher  education,  rural 
education,  school  administration  and  editorial  libraries.  The  welfare  of  the 
country  depends  on  the  citizens,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  citizens  depends 
upon  their  education.  Therefore,  expense  of  education  is  assumed  by  the 
government. 

Anyone  who  wishes  to  succeed  needs  an  education  in  this  epoch  of 
progress  and  complexity.  Artists  and  musicians  must  have  business  ability. 
Industrial  leaders  must  be  cultured.  It  has  even  come  to  the  point  that  most 
of  the  common  laborers  must  know  something  of  machinery.  In  this  age  any¬ 
one  who  visiles  to  rise  must  be  cultured,  efficient,  and  skilled.  The  Jack-of- 
all-trades  is  unfortunate.  In  order  to  succeed  one  must  be  able  to  do  one 
thing  well.
